Tlio rup;et Sound JFcraU, ,TuIy 20, liiif; 
the following in regard to the ocuupation 
of SanjJuooiisland:^ „ 

" The U. S. Steamer 3fassac7tuset/K, Capt. 
Fauntleroy, left Olvnipia on .Saturduy last 
for Bellingham Hay and San .luiin Is'liind, 
under the brdor.s of Lieut. C'ul. Casey, of 
Fort Steilacooin. U lius bciMi dotennined 
to tnlie possession of San •luiin, and phico a 
garrison opon tlte island for protection 
against the, Northjsrn Indians. This is a 
very judicious step, and one that is not 
taken any too soon ; for a Icniithcncd di'liiy 
in assei-tin;; American Kuiinnnaey there, 
would have rendered our final possession a 
matter of rauoh greater diflieulty tliun it 
now is* In another point of view it as- 
Btimes nn eqnar deRree of iinportame. 
From this pomt the Northern Jndiaiis cmm 
bo more readily intercepted, and tlieir jue- 
datory incur.'-ions into our territory ])re- 
vciiteii, tliau from any availabh; yioint on 
the Soundi This, we learn, is the Icadiiifj:;

Gen. llaniey to Iraiisi'er the military post 1 
from liollinghnm Hay to Snn Juan Island, 
This is wliat should hnvo boon dono Ion;; 
since. 

In the eiMistniction of the treaty ii dis- 
pute bus licen raisivl as to the ehuiinel — 
we elaimiiiL; the (.'anal do Ilarro, and the 
l'hi;j;lish the Mii--ai'io Straits. .Between 
these two ehiiinuds a\ e several islands. At 
the tiino of the troivty there wore no settlc- 



ments on cither of those islands. Since 
then, however, some American Rcttlers have 
^oiu! there! : and tlinni^li the Hudson's I'my 
Co. snnic shi'|ih('ri!s, have bi'cn ]daced U]Hin 
Sail Juan ishinil. Thiit island, witli llie 
Others, was ;it its ornaniziitioii inchnliMl in 
the limits of Whatcom comity, and dilli(!ul- 
ties liave already arisen from the collection 
of taxes. 

The treaty is based upon the principle, 
that all south of the parallel of forty-nine 
was United States territory, and the devia- 
tion madi^ was siniply to ;;i\c N'anconver's 
Island — on) / a v«'ry small iioriiiin ol'whiidi 
South ill' t'.'at parallel— to that country. If, 
then, tb , question were one of doubt as to 
the proper channel, a consideration of the 
intent of the treaty must solve that r|nestioii 
in favor of the United .States. Ibil it is not 
a question U]ion which a iloiilit should he 
permitted to exist. The Canal di^ llarro is 
the liroadcst, dci'iiest, and most direct 
channel IVom tiie Straits of Fni'a to the 
Gulf of (Jeorgia. And this would not be 
ciuestionod wore it not for the value of the 
intermediate islands. ToEn^^land they are 
valuable, as well for the land, as also that 
they are supposi^d lo cominand the .southei-ii 
entrance to the (Julf of ( ienr;.'.ia. To ns 
they are necessary as a military post, 
being the only place suitable for tiie pro- 
tection of our people from the hordes of 
northern savages. San Juan is just the 
place for a po.'<t. Tiio Indians must pass 
within striking; distance in comlnL; to and 
returning from the scttlcnients. 

"Wi; supposi; (UH' neighbors may gninil.le 
a little at this sumioary way (d' settling the 
(lisi,iiti>d title, but then it is the )U'ivilege 
of .lohn I'nil to grumble, and tiie m'.tly 
crowd of native born l!ri^ish siilijects con- 
gregated in tliesiMU'W cidonies. They liave 
however, the same jeascjii to cumphiin (d' 
our ]iost at Steilacdom as at .'"^un J nun. 
Our title and li^dit to one is no better than 
to the other. 

t!en. llaniey nn doubt views it in this 
light, and liiis orden il tin,' cstablishvnent of; 
till! iinst iheie as he would upon any otlicr 
portion of Aniericau soil. 

CONDITION OF COLONISTS. 
The Colonics are unquestionably treated 
both as alien and inferior; There is some- 
thing unfortunate in the very name of "enl- 
oiiy " and iu all the ideas it conveys. It 
involve-^ both se]iiiratlori and subordination, 
and it is exceedingly apt, under certain 
circumstances, to provokn to sepamtism 
!ind independence. The distinction is jier- 
liaps oven more in feeling than in actual ex- 
lierience. But fcoling IB everything. The 
peo|de of tlicroniote sections of the British 
Possessions oii^lit to be encournged to feel 
that they are Hritniis. Oi' course we advo- 
cate III) invasion of their local rights and 
institutions. Tlie union must be of tlie 
nature of ii federal one. But it should ex- 
ist in reality and on soino sort of equal 
footing. The sentiment of a British sub- 
ject ought to be superior to that of the 
mere Colonist, as the I'eeling of an .Anieri- 
cau citi/.eii is t.p that of a mere citi/eii id' 
an Ameriean Stiite. lint .at ju'cseiit the 
Colonists aro becoming more Colonists and 
less British subjects, and this is beiMtise 
they are not jiraetieally recogiii/.ed and 
treated in a mamier lilted to call firth the 
higher form of allegiance. They niiist 
be eiiibvinvd ill tlu' sy m piil liies of tlie lirit- 
ish pi'ople on ei|ii!il terms, and reeugniziMl, 
as they ari; certainly most willing to be, as 
in tho fullest sonse British oitizous. — Scol- 
/I'sh Amerienn Journal.
